Police Chief Steps Aside 


Decision comes amid 
fury stemming from 
teen’s fatal shooting 


Sanford, Fla. 

The police chief who has been bit- 
terly criticized for not arresting a 
neighborhood watch volunteer in 
the shooting death of an unarmed 
black teenager announced Thurs- 
day that he is temporarily step- 
ping down. 

Sanford Police Chief Bill Lee’s 
decision came less than a day after 
city commissioners gave him a “no 
confidence” vote, and after a couple 
of weeks of protests and uproar on 
social media websites. Lee has said 
the evidence in the case supported 
George Zimmerman’s claim that the 
Feb. 26 shooting of 17-year-old Tray- 
von Martin was self-defense. 

“I do this in the hopes of restor- 
ing some semblance of calm to a city 
which has been in turmoil for sev- 
eral weeks,” Lee said. 

Martin was returning from a 
trip to a convenience store when

Drugs Found in Houston’s System 


Autopsy: Cocaine, 
blocked arteries 
contributed to death 

Los Angeles 

Whitney Houston died from drown- 
ing in a hotel bathtub, but coroner’s 
officials said Thursday that heart 
disease and chronic cocaine use 
were contributing factors to the 
singer’s death. 

The release of autopsy findings 
Thursday ends weeks of specula- 
tion about what killed the Grammy- 
winning singer on Feb. 11 on the 
eve of the Grammy Awards. 

Houston was found submerged 
in the bathtub of her room at the 
Beverly Hilton Hotel, and her death 
has been ruled as accidental. Sev-

eral bottles of prescription medica- 
tions were found in her hotel room, 
but coroner’s officials said they 
weren’t in excessive quantities. 

Beverly Hills police said in a 
statement there was no evidence 
of wrongdoing in connection with 
Houston’s death. 


“We are saddened to learn of 
the toxicology results, although 
we are glad to now have closure,” 
said Patricia Houston, the singer’s 
sister-in-law and manager. 

Coroner’s Chief of Operations 
Craig Harvey said cocaine and its 
byproducts were found in Hous- 
ton’s system, and it was listed as a 
contributing factor in her death. He 
said the results indicated Houston 
was a chronic cocaine user. 

Toxicology results also showed 
Houston had marijuana, Xanax, 
the muscle relaxant Flexeril, and 
Benadryl in her system. Houston 
died just hours before she was 
scheduled to appear at a pre-Gram- 
my Awards party. 

The singer also had a heart dis- 
ease that caused blockages in her 
arteries, anthony mccartney (ap)

Countdown to a Clinch 

RickSantorum's delegate count clocks in 
at 263 — 300 fewer than Mitt Romney’s 563. 

Santorum would need to win 74 percent of the 
delegates in the remaining primaries to clinch the 
nomination. Romney has also raked in endorsements 
from Republican National Committee members who 
automatically attend the convention and can support 
any candidate they choose. Former House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich has 135 and Texas Rep. Ron Paul has 50. (ap) 




Behind in delegates, 
candidate pins hope 
on past caucuses 

Washington 

Rick Santorum is falling so far 
behind Mitt Romney in the race 
for Republican delegates that his 
best chance might be in states that 
voted weeks ago. 

The chief rival to the front-run- 
ning Romney, Santorum is try- 
ing to improve his lot in places 
like Iowa and Washington, where 
local caucuses were just the first 
step in determining delegates to 
the Republican National Conven- 
tion. In those states and a few oth- 
ers, supporters are now preparing 
for county, congressional district 
and state conventions, where the 
campaigns hope to keep their del- 
egates — and possibly poach some 
from other candidates. 

The former Pennsylvania sena- 


tor’s campaign predicts that he will 
significantly increase his delegate 
haul in caucus states, primarily at 
the expense of Romney. 

Six states — Iowa, Colorado, 
Minnesota, Maine and Washing- 
ton — have held local caucuses that 
were only the start of a multistep 
process to win actual delegates. 
Together, those states have a total of 
223 delegates, which will be up for 
grabs at county, congressional dis- 
trict and state conventions sprin- 
kled throughout the spring. 


Louisiana holds its GOP pri- 
mary on Saturday, the same day 
county conventions kick off in 
Washington. 

Rich Beeson, Romney’s politi- 
cal director, notes that Santorum 
didn’t get on the ballot in Virgin- 
ia or Washington, D.C. 

“You’re all of a sudden going to 
be able to organize at a state con- 
vention, a county assembly, and 
start stealing delegates from us?” 
Beeson said. “We have a plan in

U.S.: Water May Key Global Unrest 


Washington 

Drought, floods and a lack of fresh 
water may cause significant global 
instability and conflict in the com- 
ing decades, as developing coun- 
tries scramble to meet demand from 
exploding populations while dealing 
with the effects of climate change, 
U.S. intelligence agencies said in a 
report released Thursday. 

An assessment reflecting the 
joint judgment of federal intelli- 
gence agencies says the risk of water 
issues causing wars in the next 10 
years is minimal even as they create 
tensions within and between states 


and threaten to disrupt national and 
global food markets. But beyond 
2022, it says the use of water as a 
weapon of war or a tool of terror- 
ism will become more likely, par- 
ticularly in South Asia, the Middle 
East and North Africa. 

The report predicts countries 
will regulate internal supplies to 
suppress separatist movements and 
dissident populations. 

Based on a classified Nation- 
al Intelligence Estimate on water 
security, the report was released 
at a State Department event com- 
memorating World Water Day.

Toulouse, France 

In a dramatic end to a 32-hour 
standoff, a French SWAT team 
slipped into the apartment of an 
Islamist extremist Thursday, spark- 
ing a firelight that ended with the 
suspect jumping out the window 
and being shot dead in the head. 

Mohamed Merah, 23, was 
wanted in the deaths of three 
French paratroopers, three Jew- 
ish schoolchildren and a rabbi — 
all killed since March 11 in what 
Merah reportedly told police was 
an attempt to “bring France to its 
knees.” 

Police had been trying to cap- 
ture him alive since a predawn 
raid Wednesday to arrest him at 


his apartment in the city of Tou- 
louse. The killings he was accused 
of — and boasted about to police 
— have shocked France and ignit- 
ed fear in moderate Muslims about 
stoking discrimination. 

The seven slayings, carried

Car Troubled 


My husband and I had talked about it for years. We 
knew it was something we’d probably do eventually, 
even though it might mean a big change in our 
lifestyle. All of our friends had been doing it, and 
although they sometimes complained about how 
much work it was and how expensive it could be, 
they seemed happy with their decision. So we took 
the plunge, and two weeks ago we bought a car. 


The addition to our family is shiny 
and comfortable, and has that 
intoxicating new-car scent. It’s even 
a hybrid. I think I’m supposed to 
be proud of our purchase, my first- 
ever car, but it’s just freaking me 
out. I’ve always defined myself as 
a public transportation whiz who 
can get an 5 rwhere with a fare card 


and my own two feet. Now that I 
have this new key, who am I? 

Before my identity crisis could 
get out of hand, I turned to Dr. 
Andrea Bonior, the psychologist 
who writes the “Baggage Check” 
column every Tuesday in Express. 
Her advice? “Abandon the all- 
or-nothing thinking. It’s a false 


dichotomy that you’re either a car 
person or not.” 

She suggested I think about 
what I’ve enjoyed most about 
not owning a car, and try to keep 
those qualities alive. “Maybe it’s 
feeling financial- 
ly savvy. You can 
cobble together bus 
rides that will be 
cheaper than the gas 
you’d be buying,” 
she said. Maybe 
it’s being physical- 
ly active, or being 
more environmen- 
tally friendly, she added. The car 
doesn’t negate those, especially if 
we keep it parked when we don’t 
really need it. 

I can prevent myself from 
taking the car for granted, she 
said, by capping the number 
of drives I take a month or the 
amount I spend on gas. “There’s 
a spectrum. This is not black-and- 
white,” she said. “You can be a 
public transportation-focused 
person with a car and feel like 
you’re still doing better than most 
of the population.” 

With that, she touched on what’s 
probably my real hang-up. In the 
same way that people who drive 
flashy convertibles and tricked- 
out SUVs feel superior to every- 
one else on the road, not having a 
car made me feel superior. What 
the good doctor wants me to rec- 
ognize is that cars are really just 
hunks of metal designed to get you 
from place to place. 

And having one will probably 
make my life easier in the long run. 
Although that will require actual- 
ly driving the thing — and facing 
my fears of denting it. Hopefully, 
Dr. Andrea will be available for a 
few more sessions.

Va. Senate Budget Standoff Ends 


Shutdown may still 
come through House 
spending stalemate 

Richmond, Va. 

Virginia’s partisan budget standoff 
came to a close Thursday, the second 
day into a special General Assem- 
bly session, as Republicans and 
Democrats on a Senate committee 
unanimously agreed to shift tens of 
millions of dollars toward schools. 
Medicare and toll relief, and to 
borrow $300 million more for the 
Metro-to-Dulles rail project. 

The Senate Finance Commit- 
tee passed a two-year, $85 billion 


spending plan that devotes extra 
funding to Democratic priori- 
ties one day after Democrats said 
publicly that they had separated 
their demand for more represen- 
tation on Senate committees from 
the budget process. 

The full Senate is expected 
to reconvene Monday to vote on 
the plan. 

It is expected to clear the Senate 
and be rejected on Tuesday in the 
more conservative House. 

It would then move to a 
conference committee, where 
negotiators from both parties and 
both chambers would try to come 
to an agreement. 

Democrats, who had taken some

heat for holding up the budget, 
quickly declared victory. 

“Three-hundred million for 
Phase II!” declared Sen.

Agreement on the Senate 
committee does not, in itself, 
guarantee swift passage of a state 
budget.

Pregnant 
D.C. Woman 
Stabbed, 
Baby Dies 


Washington 

The unborn baby of a pregnant 
woman who was stabbed in 
the stomach early Thursday in 
Southeast has died, police said.

out the city each year by the District 
Department of Transportation, bike 
traffic during those peak times surged 
an average of 20.7 percent from 2010 
to 2011, with 7,113 total bikes moving 
through those intersections. Nearly 25 
percent of those riders weren’t wearing 
helmets, according to count data. 

A chunk of the District’s growing 
user group comes from Capital Bike- 
share, a regional rental system opened 
by D.C. and Arlington County in Sep- 
tember 2010. By January of this year, 
it had mushroomed into a 1,200-bike, 
140-station system. Compared with 
overall ridership, the number of col- 
lisions reported by Bikeshare users is 
small, but evidence suggests that the 
problem is much bigger: Police have 
logged 829 reports of collisions by bicy- 
cle riders in the District in that same 
time frame. 

Data collected by the Washington 
Area Bicyclist Association also indi- 
cate that some crashes go unreported 
to authorities, bike ambassador coor- 
dinator Daniel Hoagland said. 

Hoagland admits a significant 
challenge of bike advocacy is trying 
to encourage all cyclists to familiar- 
ize themselves with a common set of 
rules. WABA’s 61 volunteer bike ambas- 
sadors are approaching their “busy sea- 
son,” Hoagland said, and are hoping 
to hold enough classes to draw 15,000 
people for the group’s “Bike to Work 
Day” in May. 

But bike advocates say more can be 
done to make biking a safer mode of 
travel; in short, they want more fund- 
ing for bike paths, lanes, walkways and 
pedestrian bridges in cities across the 
U.S. Bicyclists attending the National 
Bike Summit this week will lobby for 
what they see as a lack of funding. 


Learning the Laws 

Bicycle advocates met with the District’s Police Complaint Board in September to voice concern over police 
knowledge of the city’s bicycle laws, though activists say there is still progress to be made. A cyclist on a Bikeshare 
bike during morning rush hour on Feb. 28, for example, was issued three citations — but one of them, biking without a 
helmet, doesn’t exist in D.C. law for people older than 16. The ticket was withdrawn, police spokeswoman Gwendolyn 
Crump said. To help ensure that riders of all wheel counts are on the same page, area police will begin a spring Street 
Smart campaign this week across the region. The program is geared to enforcing safe bicycling and driving, (t wp) 


More Bikeshare 
Coming Soon 


A key reason the Capital Bikeshare 
program has flourished in the District 
and Arlington has been the expansion 
of bike lanes and bike-related improve- 
ments to encourage cycling.

As more commuters 
in D.C. reach for 
bikes, concerns rise 
over rider safety 

Washington 

Faced with a frustrating Metro ride or 
the cost of a taxi trip during rush hour, 
Cameron Tabucchi instead opted for 
a two-wheeled commute across town. 
The 27-year-old pulled a bright red bike 
off the rack at Park Road and Holmead 
Place NW on her way to Adams Mor- 
gan. Tabucchi said she feels safe using 
Capital Bikeshare for her usual trek to 
yoga class — most of the time. 

The native Californian has been 
“doored” — struck by an opening car 


door while bicycling — twice since mov- 
ing to Petworth just over a year ago. 

“Drivers aren’t as conscious here as 
they are in other cities,” she said before 
pedaling away, helmet-free. 

By some indicators, it’s never been a 
better time to travel by bike. Gas pric- 
es are soaring, spring rolled in and 
the District is already one of the most 
active cities in the country, second in 
biking and walking only to Boston, 
according to the Alliance for Biking 
and Walking. 

But there’s a downside to the region’s 
growing cyclist population: Authorities 
and advocates alike are struggling to 
keep up with a crowd of riders whose 
skills range from expert to novice in 
an already congested city. 

According to rush-hour counts con- 
ducted in 20 intersections through-

FASHION DESIGNER, ACTIVIST, MUG COLLECTOR 


Since she started her body- 
friendly womenswear line in 1985, 
Donna Karan has been a major 
multitasker, spinning off diffusion 
lines (DKNY), perfumes and even 
bedding. These days, the design 
power is also deeply involved in 
helping Haitian artisans rebuild 
after the country’s 2010 earth- 
quake. The philanthropist-design- 
er’s spring 2012 collection (sold 
locally at Neiman Marcus) takes 
its cues from the work of Haitian 
painter Philippe Dodard. 

What inspired your spring 
collection? 

I’ve been spending a major amount 
of my time in Haiti. Preservation 
of cultures is so much of what I’m 
about. People ask me where I get 
my inspiration, and I always say, 
“Traveling the world.” 


How do the Haitian people 
inspire you? 

Every person there is artistic. There 
is so much creativity, and they work 
from their soul and spirit. I don’t 
know many designers who aren’t 
inspired by the world. My first trip 
to Africa was a rebirth. That’s what 
brought me to Haiti: I got Africa 3 
1/2 hours away. 

How do you balance charity 
and design? 

You can’t separate them. I can’t just 
dress people on the outside, I dress 
their insides. You can wear all the 
pretty clothes in the world, but if 
you don’t feel good on the inside, 
the soul isn’t there. 

Hasn’t that always been an 
overriding theme of your clothes? 

Yes. My clothes, by their nature. 


are inspired by yoga and what 
women need. It all started with 
the bodysuit. 

You took over at Anne Klein at 25 
years old. How did you do such a 
big job at such a young age? 

I grew up in fashion. But hon- 
estly, I didn’t want to be a fash- 
ion designer. I just wanted to be 
a mother and to stay at home. But 
that’s not what the universe had 
planned for me.

I don’t know why it’s a continual 
surprise to me that Woody Harrelson 
can act. He's been nominated for 
an Academy Award twice (for “The 
People vs. Larry Flynt" and “The 
Messenger"). I've liked him in a 
number of films. But it's in “The 
Hunger Games" (out Friday, in case 
you haven't heard) 
that Harrelson has 
finally seared himself 
into my brain as one 
of the best actors 
working today.

There's one moment in particular 
when Haymitch watches two children 
of the Capitol (the Capitol's children 
are exempt from the Games) play- 
fight one another. The look on his 
face — the pain and disgust and 
regret — as he watches two children 
simulating the hell they've been 
spared and relishing in a privilege 
they did nothing to earn is the image 
from the film I cannot shake. 

In five seconds he created a 
moment that says so much — and he 
did it without saying a word.

Hungry for More 


The Hunger Games’ 
should satisfy fans of 
the book, but newbies 
might be left empty 

Film Review 

Like the documentaries “Kony 
2012” and “Bully,” the grim specu- 
lative fantasy “The Hunger Games” 
has been a Web sensation in recent 
weeks, garnering the kind of buzz 
and advance ticket sales that make 
the most cynical HolljTvood studio 
suit giggle like a schoolgirl. 

And, like “Kony” and “Bully,” 
this adaptation of the hit young 
adult novel centers on grievous vio- 
lence and children, who in author 
Suzanne Collins’ post-apocalyptic 
future are subjected to an annual 
ritual wherein they murder each 
other as part of a reality show. 

That perverse dystopia is 
brought faithfully, if unspectacu- 
larly, to life by director Gary Ross in 
“The Hunger Games,” which hews 
to the most important contours of 
Collins’ book, the first of a trilogy. 
If the series’ legions of fans miss a 
detail here or a subplot there, they’ll 
still recognize its bones and sinew. 


especially in Jennifer Lawrence’s 
eagle-eyed heroine Katniss Ever- 
deen, who combines the unapolo- 
getic aggression of Artemis with the 
girlier wish-fulfillment fantasies of 
a bemused Cinderella. 

The Hunger Games — a cross 
between the Olympics, Outward 
Bound and “Survivor” — have been 
instituted by the leaders of a coun- 
try called Panem, in order to keep 
down a restive populace. After ran- 
domly plucking a boy and a girl from 
each of the federation’s districts, a 
shadowy government-entertainment 
complex subjects them to a kill-or- 
be-killed group hunt from which 
only one victor can emerge.

few scenes as Katniss’ best friend. 
Gale, and Josh Hutcherson does a 
terrific job of playing Katniss’ love- 
lorn co-competitor Peeta.

As Katniss — a tough loner who

The politics of working in aca- 
demia are famously complicated.

Film Review 

What do you get when you send a 
heavily armed SWAT team into the 
fortresslike compound of a sadistic 
drug lord?

The Weather Channel is in 
the midst of a transforma- 
tion, one that can be traced 
in part to an idle afternoon A1 Roker 
spent surfing the Web. 

Pleased with the ratings earned 
by some new series, the network is 
increasing by 70 percent the amount 
of original programming it had 
planned to offer this year and will 
debut new shows each month. 

Once the home primarily to 
meteorologists standing in front of 
maps, the new Weather Channel will 
feature Arctic pilots, iron workers, 
wind turbine and power line repair- 
ers and Coast Guard rescuers.

The Coast Guard series come 


from Roker, who while Web surfing 
one afternoon noticed some rescue 
videos that the agency had posted on 
YouTube. He quickly set up a meet- 
ing to put the series together. 

“Everybody needs to evolve,” 
says Roker, who hosts the network’s 
“Wake Up With Al.” The Weath- 
er Channel “is a different chan- 
nel today than it was even a year 
ago, and I think it’s for the better.”
